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WELCOME TO THE MUSEUM OF THE 
ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 


The Company was chartered in 1638 by the Great and General Court of 
Massachusetts Bay Colony. Its Headquarters and Armory have been here in Faneuil 


Hall since 1746. 


Facing you at the west end of the Armory is the Great Seal of the Commonwealth | 
of Massachusetts. Commissioned in 1897, it is made of one piece of wood and 
measures seven feet in height and is five feet wide. The Indian (Massasoit) has a | 
slightly different stance in the modem Seal. 


The portraits that go around the upper walls are Past Commanders of The 
Ancient & Honorable. Starting on the left end of the room they are in chronological 
order. The “thing” hanging around their neck is called a gorget, the symbol of the 
Commanding Officer. In the days of armor it was the large collar that connected the 
breast plate to the helmet. An exhibit of the gorget is to your right. 


In 1899 the Armory was expanded from thirty feet to the present forty eight feet. 
To celebrate this, the Ancients commissioned five Boston artists to paint thirteen 
historical paintings. All were painted between 1901 and 1903. The series starts on — 
right. No - “Washington Crossing the Delaware” is not the original; that is in the 
Metropolitan Museum in New York. 


The painting on the west wall called “The First Muster” depicts the Ancients on 
Boston Common in 1638. A Drum Head Election of Officers took place and has been 


repeated every year since. 


The stairway to the Commander’s Quarters has thirteen steps. The name plates 
are in the order of that State’s ratification of the Constitution. Delaware first and 
Rhode Island last. The flags represent each State. 


The flags on the walls are: 

On the right, the Cross of St. George to the Star Spangled Banner tells the 

story of the United States flag. 

On your left are the flags of the Colonial and Revolutionary War period. 

The Ancients still meet here from one to four times a month. 

The objects in the Museum Room are memories of the Ancients over the years.

James Monroe 
The 5th President 


4 March 1817 to 4 March 1825 


He was a Virginian and succeeded Madison. He 
was the fourth President from Virginia. He had been 
Secretary of State and of War under Madison. His 
administration is known as the “era of good feelings.” 
There Was No political strife. Upon re-election Monroe 
received all but one of the electoral votes cast. The dis- 
senting vote was cast by an elector from New 
Hampshire who declared that only Washington should 
have the honor of a unanimous election. 


James Monroe was born in Westmoreland County, 
Virginia, on 28 April 1758. In 1776 he enlisted in the 
Continental Army where he served with distinction. 
After the War he studied law and served in the Virginia 
Legislature; and, in 1790 he was elected to the United 
States Senate, He represented the United States in 
France, Spain and England. He negotiated the 
Louisiana Purchase. He was twice Governor of 
Virginia. Monroe married Elizabeth Kortwright of New 
York in 1786 and had two daughters. 


During the Monroe administration Florida was 
purchased from Spain. Agitation over the admission of 
Missouri as a slave state resulted in the Missouri 
Compromise of 1820. His name has become 


inseparable associated with the famous political doc- 
trine which denies to European nations the right to 
interfere with the existing governments in North and 


South America, or to colonize any part of the Americas- 


Known as the Monroe Doctrine, it was first expressed 
in his annual message of 1823 and has tremendously 
influenced our attitude toward South American coun- 


tries and our whole foreign policy right up to the pres- 
ent time. 


When President Monroe visited Boston in 1817, 
he was Teceived with great enthusiasm and was provid- 
ed with a military escort. It was on this visit that 
President Monroe was enrolled a member of the 
A&HAC on 30 June 1817 and was then elected an 


Honorary Member, the highest distinction which the 
Company can bestow. 


James Monroe retired to Virginia when he left the 
White House. Later he went to visit with a daughter in 
New York, where he died on 4 July 1831. He was the 
third President to die on the nation’s birthday. Burial in 
1831 was in New York but in 1858 his remains were 
removed with great pomp to Richmond, Virginia, and 
re-interred 5 July in the Hollywood Cemetery. 


Second Presidential Member of A.H.A.C. 


Member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 


Chester Alan Arthur 
The 21st President 


20 September 1881 to 4 March 1885 


An assassin’s bullet ended the term of President 
Garfield and Vice President Chester Alan Arthur moved 
into the office of President on 20 September 1881. When 
he retired in 1885 he had won respect for his administra- 
tion. 


Chester Alan Arthur was born in Fairfield, Vermont, 
on 5 October 1830, the son of a Baptist minister. He 
graduated from Union College, taught school, and stud- 
ied law. In 1854 he was admitted to the bar and began to 
practice in New York City. He married Ellen Lewis 
Herndon in 1859. He became prominent because of his 
success in two suits involving negroes. One was the 
“Lemmon Case” in which he secured a decision that a 
slave brought into New York in transit between two slaves 
states was free while in New York; the other decision was 
that negroes were entitled to the same privileges as white 
people on the street railways of New York City. During 
the Civil War Arthur served as quartermaster general of 
the state troops. He was appointed Collector of Customs 
for the Port of New York in 1871. 


He proved to be a capable Chief Executive and 
reversed his previous policy toward the Civil Service by 
signing the Pendleton Law for its reform in 1883. During 
his term of office the Tariff Act of 1883 was passed; the 
Southern Pacific, the Northern Pacific, and 


the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroads were com- 
pleted; a treaty with Nicaragua was negotiated to permit 
us to construct a canal, railway and telegraph line across 
that country; a reciprocal trade treaty with Mexico was 
signed; and the Washington Monument was completed 
and on Saturday, 21 February 1885 it was dedicated. On 
the occasion of this dedication, in General Philip H. 
Sheridan’s Order, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company was assigned as Honorary Escort to the 
President of the United States. The President tendered the 
entire Company a reception at the White House. 


In 1882, the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty was cele- 
brated in Marshfield on account of the centennial cele- 
bration of the birthday of Daniel Webster. The Company 
had been invited to do escort duty to the President of the 
United States. It was on the occasion of this pleasant 
duty that President Arthur was enrolled a member of the 
A&HAC on 12 October 1882, and was then elected an 
Honorary Member, the highest distinction which the 
Company can bestow. 


When his term expired, President Arthur retired to 
New York, where he lived less than two years, dying on 
18 November 1886. Burial was in Rural Cemetery, 
Albany, New York. 
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Third Presidential Member of A.H.A. 


Member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 


Calvin Coolidge 
The 30th President 


3 August 1923 to 4 March 1929 


Vice President Calvin Coolidge moved into the 
office of President just before dawn on 3 August 1923, 
three hours after the news of President Harding’s death 
teached him at Plymouth, Vermont, where he was visiting 
his father. The oath of office was administered there by 
his father, a justice of the peace and country storekeeper. 


A farmhouse in Plymouth, Vermont, was the birth- 
place of Calvin Coolidge on 4 July 1872 and his boyhood 
and youth were spent there. He graduated from Amherst 
College, studied law and began to practice in 
Northampton, Massachusetts. In 1905 he married Grace 
Anna Goodhue of Burlington, Vermont. 


In Northampton he entered local politics and later 
served in the Massachusetts House of Representatives 
and Senate. He became President of the Senate; was 
elected Lieutenant Governor and was Governor in 1919 
and again in 1920. In every official post he held, econo- 
my and efficiency were the ideals to which he adhered. 
Governor Coolidge attained national prominence with his 
handling of the Boston Police Strike in 1919, and in 1920 
at the Republican national convention he was nominated 
for the vice presidency of the United States. 
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When Calvin Coolidge took over the post vacated 
by President Harding’s death, he continued to function in 
the calm, judicial way in which he had filled all previous 
offices. Economy was his watchword and he carried out 
his principle, worked for tax reduction and the retirement 
of national indebtedness. 


President Coolidge was nominated by the 
Republicans for a second term in 1924, His administra- 
tion was an era of prosperity in the United States and he 
was considered for a third term. However, on 2 August 
1927 President Coolidge announced, “I do not choose to 
tun for President in 1928.” His decision was firm. 


As Governor of Massachusetts, Calvin Coolidge had 
been the Commander-in-Chief of the A& HAC. During 
his administration he won the high regard and admiration 
of all thoughtful men and women. He stood firmly for the 
principles our Company had advocated during its exis- 
tence. For these reasons, President Coolidge was enrolled 
as a member of A&HAC on 5 May 1924 and was then 
elected an Honorary Member. 


In 1929 President Coolidge retired to his home in 
Northampton, Massachusetts, where he died on 3 January 
1933. Burial was in Hillside Cemetery, Plymouth, 
Vermont. 


Fourth Presidential Member of A.H.A. C 


Member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 


John F. Kennedy 
The 35th President 


20 January 1961 to 22 November 1963 


John F, Kennedy, at 43, was the youngest man ever 
elected President and was the first Roman Catholic to 
hold the office. He was born in Brookline, 
Massachusetts, on 29 May 1917, the second son in the 
large family of Joseph P. Kennedy and Rose Fitzgerald 
Kennedy, the daughter of a former Boston Mayor. He 
was graduated from Harvard in 1940. His senior thesis 
was published in the same year under the title, Why 
England Slept. 


In World War 11, Lieutenant Kennedy commanded 
a PT boat in the Pacific and for gallantry in action he 
received the Navy and Marine Corps Medal. He was 
elected to Congress in 1946 and to the United States 
Senate in 1952. He was re-elected to the Senate in 1958. 
He was married in 1953 to Jacqueline Lee Bouvier of 
New York. In 1955 he wrote his Pulitzer Prize-winning 
best seller, Profiles in Courage. 


He began his Administration by calling for a “New 
Frontier” and asked for immediate action on many social 
and economic problems. The New Frontier brought youth 
and excitement, tone and style to the White House and 
Kennedy’s warm, vigorous public image was as well 
known abroad as here at home. 
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President Kennedy established the Peace Corps an 
in Southeast Asia he negotiated a truce in Laos and 
increased American aid to fight the Vietnamese 
Communists. 


During his term, the East Germans aggravated the 
Berlin situation by constructing a wall across the city in 
August 1961 to halt the flow of refugees to the West. In 
1962 aerial reconnaissance showed missiles and war- 
planes in Cuba capable of attacking much of the US. and 
South America. Kennedy ordered a naval blockade of the 
island to prevent further arms shipments. 


On 22 November 1963 President Kennedy was shot 
twice as his motorcade paraded through the streets of 
Dallas, Texas. The President died within an hour. The 
accused assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, was captured the 
same day, but was himself shot and killed before he 
could be brought to trial. 


John F. Kennedy was enrolled a member of the 
A&HAC on 16 April 1956 and was elected an Honorary 
Member on 3 April 1961. On the occasion of his ; 
Inaugural as President on 20 January 1961, seventy-five 
officers and members proudly participated in the 
Inaugural Parade in Washington, D.C.

First A.H.A.C. 
Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient 
George H. Maynard 


Private George Henry Maynard 
Battle of Fredericksburg, Virginia 


13 December 1862 


“A wounded and helpless comrade, having been left on the 
skirmish line, this soldier voluntarily returned to the front line under 
a severe fire and carried the wounded man to a place of safety.” 


George Henry Maynard, born in Waltham, Massachusetts, 2 
February 1836, enlisted as a private in the 13th Massachusetts 
Infantry and was assigned to Company D. He distinguished himself 
at the Battle of Antietam, when on 17 September 1862, while under 
fire, he carried two wounded comrades from the firing line to a rear 
area and then returned to the firing line. 


In January 1864, he was commissioned as a Captain in the 82nd 
Regiment of U.S. Colored Infantry. He was promoted to Brevet 
Major on 13 March 1865, for distinguished and meritorious service, 
and was mustered out on 10 September of the following year. 


Major Maynard served the A&HAC as I st Sergeant of Infantry 
in 1879 and then as 4th Sergeant in 1887. He died in Waltham, 
Massachusetts, 26 December 1927, at the age of 91 years. 


Second A.H.A.C. 
Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient 
Lowell Mason Maxham 


Corporal Lowell Mason Maxham 
Battle of Marye’s Heights, Virginia 
3 May 1863 


This soldier, though severely wounded and in the face of a deadly fire 
from the enemy at close range, hearing a call to retreat, rallied the colors, 
rushed bravely forward, and was the first to enter the enemy’s works on the 
crest of Marye’s Heights, Virginia, and-helped plant his regimental colors 
there.” 


Lowell Mason Maxham, born in South Carver, Massachusetts, 6 
December 1841, was assigned as a Private in Company F of the 7th 
Massachusetts Infantry. As a Corporal he fought through the Peninsular 
Campaign of 1862- at Antietam and Fredericksburg- and then the 
Chancelorsville Campaign the next year, including the Battle of Marye’s 
Heights. Immediately after this victory, lines were reformed. Maxham was 
called before his regiment and promoted to Color Sergeant. Not realizing 
how badly Maxham was wounded, the commander placed the colors in his 
charge. Maxham took the flag into the second battle of the day at Salem 
Heights where he was again wounded and carried from the battlefield 
disabled for life. He was discharged from the service by reason of wounds 
on 18 August 1863. 


Corporal Maxham served the A&HAC as 3rd Sergeant of Infantry in 
1891. He died in Boston Massachusetts, 13 February 1931, at the age of 
89 years. 
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Third A.H.A.C. 
Congressional Medal Of Honor Recipient 
Francis Snow Hasseltine 


Colonel Francis Snow Hasseltine 
Matagorda Bay, Texas, 


29 and 30 December 1863 


“In command of a detachment of 100 men, he conducted a 
Teconnaissance for two days, baffling and beating back an attacking force 
of more than 1,000 Confederates, and regained his transport without loss.” 


Francis Snow Hasseltine, born in Bangor, Maine, 10 December 1833, 
was a member of the 13th Maine Infantry. He was a lawyer by profession. 
In Volume I of Civil War Papers published by the Loyal Legion in 1893, an 
article appears written by Colonel Hasseltine entitled, “Amusing The 
Enemy.” He vividly described the action at Matagorda Bay but modestly 
omitted the fact that he was awarded the nation’s highest military 
decoration. 


Colonel Hasseltine served as a member of the A&HAC for many 
years before his death in Newtonville, Massachusetts, 17 February 1916, at 
the age of 83 years. 


Fourth A.H.A.C. 
Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient 
Gardner Chandler Hawkins

The Battle of Petersburg, Virginia 


2 April 1865 


“When the lines were wavering from the well directed fire of the enemy, this officer, 
acting Adjutant of the regiment, sprang forward, and with encouraging works cheered the 
soldiers on, and although desperately wounded, refused to leave the field until the enemy’s 
works were taken.” 


Gardner Chandler Hawkins, born in Pomfret, Vermont, in 1846, joined Company E 
3rd Vermont Infantry and rose to the rank of First Lieutenant. His battle citations were 
numerous. He won the Medal of Honor during the last desperate days of the War. The 
wound he received resulted in the loss of an eye. 

In 1894, he earned the rank of Colonel by serving on the Military Staff of His 
Excellency Frederic T. Greenhalge, Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 


Commander-in-Chief of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery of Massachusetts. 


Colonel Hawkins served as a member of the A&HAC for many years before his death 
in Winthrop, Massachusetts, 13 December 1913, at the age of 67 years.

George Levick Street, III 


Captain George Levick Street; III 
Harbor of Qualpart Island, off Korea 


14 April 1945 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and beyond the call of duty as 
Commanding Officer of the U.S.S. TIRANTE during the First War Patrol of that vessel against enemy Japanese 
surface forces in the Harbor of Qualpart Island, off the Coast of Korea, on April 14, 1945. With the crew at surface 
battle stations, Commander (then Lieutenant Commander) Street approached the hostile anchorage from the south 
within 1200 yards of the coast to complete a reconnoitering circuit of the island. Leaving the ten-fathom curve fat 
behind, he penetrated the mined and shoalobstructed waters of the restricted harbor despite numerous patrolling 
vessels and in defiance of five shore-based radar stations and menacing aircraft. Prepared to fight it put on the sur- 
face if attacked, Commander Street went into action, sending two torpedoes with deadly accuracy into a large 
Japanese ammunition ship and exploding the target in a mountainous and blinding glare of white flame. With the 
TIRANTE instantly spotted by the enemy as she stood out plainly in the flare of light, he ordered the Torpedo Data 
Computer set up while retiring and fired his last two torpedoes to disintegrate in quick succession the leading 
frigate and a similar flanking vessel. Clearing the gutted harbor at emergency full speed ahead, he slipped undetect- 
ed along the shoreline, diving deep as a pursuing patrol dropped a pattern of depth charges at the point of submer- 
gence. His illustrious record of combat achievement during the First War Patrol of the TIRANTE characterizes 
Commander Street as a daring and skilled leader and reflects the highest credit upon his valiant command and the 
United States Naval Service.” 


George Levick Street, III born in Richmond, Virginia 27 July 1913 graduated from the Naval Academy in 
1937 and was commissioned an Ensign in June of that year. Besides the Congressional Medal Of Honor, he is the 
holder of the Navy Cross, Two Silver Stars, Presidential Unit Citation, and the Submarine Combat Insi enia, all 
awarded for a series of submarine patrols against the Japanese commencing in early 1942. 


Captain Street was enrolled as a member of the AX&HAC, 27 September 1982. He thus became the fifth 
member to have received the nation’s highest military honor. 


Captain Street served 20 years as a member of A & HAC until his death in Andover, Massachusetts, 26 
February 2000 at the age of 87 years.

Captain Thomas Jerome Hudner, Jr. 


Chosen Reservoir Area of Korea 
4 December 1950 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and beyond 
the call of duty as a pilot in Fighter Squadron 32, while attempting to rescue a squadron 
mate whose plane struck by antiaircraft fire and trailing smoke, was forced down 
behind enemy lines. Quickly maneuvering to circle the downed pilot and protect him 
from enemy troops infesting the area, Lt. (jg.) Hudner risked his life to save the injured 
flier who was trapped alive in the burning wreckage. Fully aware of the extreme danger 
in landing on the rough mountainous terrain, and the scant hope of escape or survival in 
subzero temperature, he put his plane down skillfully in a deliberate wheels-up landing 
in the presence of enemy troops. With his bare hands, he packed the fuselage with snow 
to keep the flames away from the pilot and struggled to pull him to his crashed aircraft 
and radioed other airborne planes, requesting that a helicopter be dispatched with an 
axe and fire extinguisher. He then remained on the spot despite the continuing danger 
from enemy action and, with the assistance of the rescue pilot, renewed a desperate but 
unavailing battle against time, cold, and flames. Lt. jg.) Hudner’s exceptionally valiant 
action and selfless devotion to a shipmate sustain and enhance the highest traditions of 


the U.S. Naval Service.” 


Captain Hudner was enrolled as a member of the A&HAC, on 17 April 1990. He 
thus became the sixth member to have received the nation’s highest military honor.

Charles A. MacGillivary 


Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary 
Woelfling, France 


I January 1945 


“Sergeant MacGillivary led a squad near Woelfling, France on I January 1945 when his unit moved forward in 
pepe e a breakthrough by elements of the 17th German Panzer Grenadier Division. Assigned 

; » he discovered hostile troops digging in. As he reported this information, several German 
machine guns opened fire, stopping the American advance. Knowing the position of the enemy, Sergeant 
MacGillivary volunteered to knock out one of the guns while another company closed in from the right to assault 
the remaining strong points. He circled to the left through woods and snow, carefully worked his way to the 
emplacement and shot the two camouflaged gunners at a range of three feet, as other enemy forces withdrew. Early 
in the afternoon of the same day, Sergeant MacGillivary was dispatched on reconnaissance and found that , 
Company I was being opposed by about six machine guns reinforcing a company of fanatically fighting Germans. 
His unit began an attack but was pinned down by furious automatic and small arms fire. With a clear idea of where 
the enemy guns were placed, he voluntarily embarked on a lone combat patrol. Skillfully taking advantage of all 
available cover, he stalked the enemy, reached a hostile machine gun and blasted its crew with a grenade. He picked 
up a sub-machine gun from the battlefield and pressed an to within ten yards of another machine gun where the 
enemy crew discovered him and feverishly tried to swing their weapon into line to cut him down. He charged ahead, 
jumped into the midst of the Germans and killed them with several bursts. Without hesitation, he moved on to still 
another machine gun, creeping, crawling and rushing from tree to tree, until close enough to toss a grenade into the 
emplacement and close with its defenders. His dispatched this crew also, but was himself seriously wounded. 
Through his indomitable fighting spirit, great initiative and utter disregard for personal safety in the face of 
powerful enemy resistance, Sergeant MacGillivary destroyed four hostile machine guns, and immeasurably helped 
his company to continue on its mission with minimum casualties.” 


Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary was enrolled as a member of the AR&HAC on 6 April 1992. He thus became 
the seventh member to have received the nation’s highest military honor.

Thomas G. Kelley 


Captain Thomas Gunning Kelley 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and beyond the call of duty in 
the afternoon while serving as commander of River Assault Division 152 during combat operations 
against enemy aggressor forces. Lieutenant Commander (then Lt.) Kelley was in charge of a column of 
8 river assault craft which were extracting I company of U. S. Army infantry troops on the east bank of 
the Ong Muong Canal in Kien Hoa Province, when I of the armored troop carriers reported a mechani- 
cal failure of a loading ramp. At approximately the same time, Viet Cong forces opened fire from the 
opposite bank of the canal. After issuing orders for the crippled troop carrier to raise its ramp manually 
and for the remaining boats to form a protective cordon around the disabled craft, Lieutenant : 
Commander Kelley realizing the extreme danger to his column and its inability to clear the ambush site 
until the crippled unit was repaired, boldly maneuvered the monitor in which he was embarked to the 
exposed side of the protective cordon in direct line with the enemy’s fire, and ordered the monitor to 
commence firing. Suddenly an enemy rocket scored a direct hit on the coxswains flat, the shell penetrat- 
ing the thick armor plate, and the explosion spraying shrapnel in all directions. Sustaining serious head 
wounds from the blast, which hurled him to the deck of the monitor, Lieutenant Commander Kelley dis- 
regarded his severe injuries and attempted to continue directing the other boats. Although unable to 
move from the deck or to speak clearly into the radio, he succeeded in relaying his commands through I 
of his men until the enemy attack was silenced and the boats were able to move to an area of safety 
Lieutenant Commander Kelley’s brilliant leadership, bold initiative, and resolute determination served to 
inspire his men and provide the impetus needed to carry out the mission after he was medically evacuat- 
ed by helicopter. His extraordinary courage under fire, and his selfless devotion to duty sustain and 
enhance the finest traditions of the U S. Naval Service.” 


Captain Thomas G. Kelley was enrolled as a member of the A®HAC on 28 June 1999. He thus 
became the eighth member to have received the nations highest military honor.

& Confirmed by the Generall Court. 


Whereas divers gentlemen & others, out of their care of the publike weale & safety by the 
advancement of the millitary arte, & exrcise of armes, have desired licence of the Courte to joyne 
themselves in one company, & to have liberty to exercise themselves at such times as their occations 
will best permit, & that such other liberties & privledges might bee granted them at the Court shallk 
thinke meete for their better incuragement & furtherance in so usefull impliment, weh request of 
theirs being referred by the Court to vs of standing councell, wee have throught fitt, upon serious 
consideration, & conference wth diverse of the principall of them, to set downe order hearin, as 


followeth. 


Imprimis, wee do order, that Robert Keayne, Nathaniell Duncan, Robert Sedgivick, Willi: Spencer, 
gentlemen, & such other as are already joyned wth them, & such as they shall from time to time take 
into their company shalbee called the Millitary Company of the Massachusetts. 


2. They, or the greater number of them, shall have liberty to choose their captaine, leittenant & all 
other officers, (their captaine & leiftenant to bee alwayes such as the Court or counsell shall alow of, ) 
& no officer to bee put upon them but of their owne choyce. 


3, The first Monday in every month is appointed for their meeting & exercise; & to the end they may 
not bee hindered from comeing together, wee do hereby order, that no other traineings in the pticuler 
townes, nor other ordinary towne meetings, shalbee appointed on that day; & if that day pve ; 
unseasonable for exercise of their armes, then the sixth of the same weeke is appointed for supply; this 
not to extend to Salem, or the townes beyond, nor to Hingham, Weimoth, Dedham, nor Concord. 


4, They have liberty & power to make orders among themselves for the better maunaging of their 
millitary affaires, (weh orders are to bee of force when they shalbee alowed by the Court or counsel) 
& they may appoint an officer to levy any fines or forfeitures weh they shall impose upon any of their 


owne company, for the breach of any such order, so as the same exceede not twenty shillings for any 


one offence. 


5. The said millitary copany are to have one thousand acres of land in some such place as may not be 
piudiciall to any plantation, to bee granted by the Court to some of the said company, for the use of 
the pesent company, & such as shall succeede in the same, to bee improved by them wthin a time 
convenient for pviding or necessaries for their millitary exercises, & defraying of other charges whch 


may arise by occation thereof. 


6. The said company shall have liberty, at the times before appointed, to assemble themselves for their 
millitary exercises in any towne wthin this jurisdiction, at their owne pleasures. 


Provided, alwayes, that this order or grant or anything therein contained, shall not extend to free the 
said company, or any of them, their psons or estates, from the civill government & jurisdiction heare 
established.

Chartered in 1638 
The First Military Company Chartered in the Western Hemisphere 


As the settlements, which followed the landing at Plymouth increased 
and spread, there was no organized military force for protection against the 
Indians. So-called “Train Bands” were formed in different settlements but 
these were only local volunteer companies and there was no joint action or 
centralized authority. Thus the subject of adequate military protection soon 
became a matter of serious consideration. Many of the settlers had been 
members in England, of the Honourable Artillery Company at London 
(organized and chartered in 1527) and it was natural that the military 
training they had received in that Company should lead them fo form a 
similar organization in the new country. In 1637 a Company was formed for 
instruction in discipline and tactics, and that year Governor Winthrop was 
petitioned for a Charter. He refused the request because he feared the 
establishment of a military force, which might overthrow the civil power. 
However, the Governor finally granted a Charter in March, 1638, and on 
the first Monday in June following, an election of Officers was held on 
Boston Common. The Common then being an open field leading down to 
the Charles River. The most convenient place to cast the ballots was on the 
ae oe ssi which was placed in front of the Company. Since that 

, pany has maintained the tradition of holding their annual 


elections on the Boston Common on the first Monday in June by casting the 
votes on the Drum Head. 


The first Captain commanding the Company was Robert Keayne, 
whose home was on the comer of State and Washington Street. Keayne had 
been a member of the Honourable Artillery Company of London. Upon his 
death he left, in his will to the Town of Boston, the land at the head of State 
Street for a Town House; together with money to build it, providing 
however, that “the Military Company of Massachusetts” should have a 
room in the Town House for an Armory. This is the land on which the old 
State House now stands, the gift of which was accepted by the Town of 
Boston. 


Since 1746, the Company Armory has been the upper floor of Faneuil Hall 
- an historic citadel known to all Americans. 


In its Armory, the Company maintains a Military Museum and 
Library, which is without equal in the United States. There are relics of 
every war in which this Country has engaged in, since its settlement. Many 
of these are Museum pieces and have been on display at various time in the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. On the risers of the thirteen steps which lead 
up to the Headquarters room of the Company, commemorated in bronze 
plates, are the names of the thirteen States in the order in which they 
accepted the Constitution and their respective state flag is placed on the 
respective step. Around the walls of the Armory are the portraits of most of 
the Captains who have commanded the Company since 1638 to the present 
day. The Armory is open to the public daily, and many thousands of visitors 
from every part of the country and many from abroad, are registered every 


year in the Guest Book. 


The position of the members of the Company in the social, civil and 
military life of the Colony indicates the respect which people entertained 
for the Company as well as the ability and prominence of its members. They 
were first in organizing churches and supporting them, they were 
prominent in framing and also in administering the laws of the Colony; they 
were foremost in the introduction of manufacturing and the extension of 
trade in Boston. They were the chief military minds of the Colony and 
among the first in its defense. Many of them were public benefactors 
contributing somewhat of their wealth to education, religion and charity. 


The members of the Company trod the fields of every battlefield of 
New England; they fought for freedom on foreign soil; they judged the 
courts; they pleaded at the bar; they instituted town government and 
levelled forests; they were active in settling the towns of the frontier. 
Ninetenths of the Company were loyal to the Colonies in the Revolution, 
and by their experience in the Ancient and Honourable Artillery Company 
they served on every battlefield where the banner of Massachusetts waved, 
from Bunker Hill and Bennington, through Valley Forge to Yorktown. 


This is the Company that Washington knew, that Franklin saw 
march through the streets of Boston, that John Adams and John Quincy 
Adams visited; that has had eight members who received our nation’s 
highest military decoration - the Medal of Honor - and has had four of its 
members serve in the world’s most important office, President of the United 
States, President James Monroe, Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and 
John FE. Kennedy; the same Company which has always stood for, and 
always will stand for, the best in citizenship. 
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The Honourable Artillery Company 


In 1537 Henry VIII formed the company by Letters Patent 
from an already existing Guild of St. George charging it to attend 
to the Better Defense of the Realm and encouraging it to exercise 
in handling bows and handguns. The Company trained in the 
fields of Finsbury and built the centre part of Armoury House in 
1735, adding the wings in 1828. 


From the 16th to the 18th Century the Company trained all 
the officers of the Trained Bands of the City and the Company’s 
other principal-was maintaining law and order on the streets on 
behalf of the Corporation, before the formation of a police force. 


The word “Artillery” in its title is misleading since in the 
early days the word meant no more than a projectile weapon and 
the Company was solely infantry for its first 250 years. After 
distinguished service in the Gordon Riots in 1780 the 
Corporation presented the Company with two brass cannons, the 
barrels of which still stand on the stairs in Armoury House, as a 
Teward for their good service. From this time until 1973 the 
Company had the unique distinction of providing Infantry and 
Artillery units wearing the same cap badge. 


Although members of the Company fought in various wars as 
individuals, and indeed one, Robert Keyne, an early emigrant to 
the United States, founded the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts in 1638, the HAC’s first formed 
body deployed on operations was in 1900 in the South African 
War as part of the City Imperial Volunteers. 


When the Territorial Army was formed at the beginning of 
this Century, the HAC’s Military Unit became part of it but the 
HAC’s traditional rights and privileges were preserved by an Act 
of Parliament in 1908 guaranteeing its independence. 


In both World Wars the HAC provided not only its own 
Infantry and Artillery Units in the frontline but also on each 
occasion 4,000 officers for other units of the British Army. 
Today, the Company has 2,400 members of whom 400 are serv- 
ing in the Military Unit. All the rest have military experience as 
an essential qualification for membership. The Military Unit has 
a challenging role as part of NATO’s Rapid Reaction Corps with 
the task of providing small patrols in the forward battle area to 
acquire intelligence and control long range weapons. The 
Military Unit also provides Guards of Honour in the City and 
fires the Salutes at the Tower of London. The Company of 
Pikemen and Musketeers, who provide the Lord Mayor’s 
Bodyguard, contribute greatly to the ceremonial life of the City 
and the HAC also has a Light Cavalry Unit which keeps alive the 
skills of military equitation and takes part in ceremonial func- 
tions. The old tradition of policing the streets of London is main- 
tained by the HAC’s own Detachment of Special Constables in 


the Metropolitan Police. 


With its historic House and unique area of playing fields, the 
HAC plays a special part in the life of the City and sponsors 
many unusual and diverse activities. Cricket has been played 
here since 1725 and the first ever balloon flight in the United 
Kingdom was that of Mr. Vincent Lunardi who took off from our 


Grounds in 1784. 


Orders for the Military Company, made by the Governor & Counsell, 
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Captain Commanding Robert Keayne 


Robert Keayne was born in Windsor, England, 1595. His father John Keayne, was 3 
butcher, but Robert’s interest moved him toward a career in merchant tailoring. He moved te 
London and served his apprenticeship until admitted to membership of the Merchant Tailor 
Corporation of 1615. He joined the Honourable Artillery Company of London in 1623. He 
emigrated to Boston, via the ship “Defence”, in 1635, at which time he was 40 years of age. 


He established his home and his workrooms at the southeast corner of today’s State and 
Washington Streets and began to prosper far beyond the average of his fellow colonist, In 
consequence, he engendered the spiteful resentment of the ruling clergy in town, 2 
thoroughly common experience at time. Such was the tyranny of the churches in Boston ané 
in the environs that hundreds of spirited settlers fled to establish homesteads and farms im 
remote parts of New England. There might well be hostile Indians and dangerous animals as 
well, but these considerations were enormously outweighed by the fact that the harsh and 
dictatorial Seven Ministers” were not out there in the wilderness. 


__ As Robert Keayne’s worldly estate grew, so did the Ministerial envy, finally culminating 
in an investigation by the General Court. First, it was felt that, inasmuch as “he was 2 
professor of teligion” he should not strive to make money. Secondly, inasmuch as “he was 3 
man eminent ability” he should not strive to make money. Thirdly, inasmuch as “he was 
already wealthy and had but one childe” he should not strive to make money. Fourthly, 
pay as “he came over for conscience’ sake” he should not strive to make money. Fifthly. 
me sete had already been warned by church-elders against money making ané 
Pp with tears no to do so” he should earnestly lock his till against the shillings 


Wherefore, since he still i i 
ore, grew richer, he should be fined 200 Pounds, S alt 
for the times. He actually paid fines of 80 Pounds. ° a 


The church summoned the culprit and after lengthy debate finally decided to merely 


admonish Seve Keayne. Keayne was a most popular man in Boston and had been lavishly 
generous wit his wealth, giving money to young Harvard College, to Boston Public School, 
toward a public market and a “granere”, toward a Towne House, toward waterworks, to the 
Church, to the ministers, to refresh the elderly, to aid his military Company, toward a library. 
to his servants and workmen, the list grows tedious. His was undoubtedly Boston’s greatest 
philanthropist in his time. Many tales are told of his shrewd business acumen. His lengthy 
(53 pager, 5 1,000 words) Will made further donations to many of his earlier beneficiaries 
and in addition, the land for the Towne House plus 300 Pounds towards his construction. His 
will also specified that a room should be set aside, in the Town House, to shelter the Ancien! 


and Honorable Artillery Company, and, moreover, contained wise, far-seeing counsel to thé 
Company and its posterity. 


Captain died in 1655 and is buried in King’s Chapel Burying Ground.

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Hail To The Sergeants ... For “Firsts” and Traditions 


While being a Sergeant is both a great deal of work and a great deal of joy 
(especially after the year is over), it is also an expensive proposition both in time and 
money. The Sergeants must raise money during the year to sponsor events like Toys 
for Tots, provide gifts for the FFDTD trip attendees, send Sergeants on the FFDTD 
PreTrip to arrange banquets and events, and to sponsor other events throughout the 
year. Sergeants have been creative throughout the years and in addition to their 
regular events, many “firsts” have been established by past Sergeants which have 
been carried forward as traditions to this day. 


Speaking of “firsts”, past First Sergeant of Infantry 1972-1973, Jack Drummey 
recalls “when the Marine Corps announced in the fall of ‘72 that they were starting a 
collection called ‘Toys for Tots’, several of the Sergeants recalling their days of WW 
11, Korea, and ‘Nam service in the Corp wanted to have the Ancients help out. We

From First SGT Drummey’s humble 
will certainly be i oys For Tots has become a Sergeants’ staple event to this day and 
Seemann Premier Sergeants’ event for many more years to come. First 
B ah and the gang from ‘72/73 were also the originators of what has 
become today’s Sergeants’ Yearbook. Before then, the yearbook was little more than 
a roster of the roupany and a brief listing of the year’s events. The Sergeants 1972/73 
began greatly expanding the yearbook with articles (“Youre Not an Ancient..., 
Company History), photos, and memories of the year to make the Yearbook a 
treasured keepsake. Later, the Yearbook was expanded even further with 
advertisements, More articles, and more photos until it has become a major event of 
its own which the Sergenats work on throughout the year. 


Another first was Started by the Sergeants 1981-1982. Long before this group of 
Sergeants were voted in, they met and made the decision to combine two great Boston 
traditions to kick off their year’s program. Thus the first “Ancient’s Night At The 
Pops” came into being. It wasn’t easy, since they had to guarantee selling out the 
entire orchestra seats and table. This required up front money in the thousands! So 
they all dug deep and made the commitment. 


On that night, every seat was sold and occupied. The Pops played a program 
dedicated to the Ancients. The 1981-82 Sergeants in mess dress passed out roses to 
all the female guests. There was an on stage presentation by First Sergeant Phil 
DePasquale and Jerry McCarthy to John Williams, director of the Pops. The evening 
ended in the Symphony Hall annex with a collation of wine and snacks. Many 
members of the Pops orchestra joined the Ancients for this marvelous function. 


Who were these guys? In addition to First Sergeant of Infantry DePasquale and 
First Sergeant of Artillery McCarthy, others were Al Petrulis, Fred Massaro, Charlie 
Martin, Bob Danner, Mike McNally, Jim Kirley and their fallen and missed comrades 
the late Arthur Nashawaty PC, Larry Warner, Joe Keller, Red Downs, and Lenny 
Voce. Although this has not become an annual event, it has been done by other 
Sergeants’ groups since including most recently by the Millennium Sergeants 1999- 


2000. 


Other Sergeants “firsts” include the first Grand $10,000 Raffle which was 
initially a free FFDTD trip and was later expanded to a $10,000 cash prize. The initial 
Raffle was believed to be the brain child of John Mastromarino and the 1994-1995 
Sergeants. First Sergeant Randy White and the 1993-1994 Sergeants conceived the 
June Day VIP which has been greatly expanded in recent years to include special 
privileges and gifts to those who help out the Sergeants financially at the beginning 
of their year. The 1997-1998 Sergeants initiated an Ancient’s Night at Fenway Park 
which has been carried on not every year but by other Sergeants groups since. This 
seems to be more popular when the Red Sox are winning! No surprise there. 

There have been many more “firsts” throughout the years and the Sergeants have 
always worked hard to give the Company the many traditions which have endured for 
so long as “Sergeants; events”. Along with Toys For Tots Night and special events as 
noted, the Sergeants also host a June Day Reception, a Golf Day Outing, a Bon 
Voyage Party before the FFDTD trip, a hospitality suite every evening on the fall trip, 
at least two banquets during the trip, a Farewell Party in the spring to end their year, 


and of course, the Sergeants’ Yearbook. 


The Captain Commanding is certainly the head of our Company, but the twelve 
Sergeants are its backbone helping it stand tall throughout the year. To all past 
Sergeants who have performed their duties well, and to those future Sergeants yet to 
serve, The Company thanks you. Hail to the Sergeants!

Sergeant and 1s customarily President. The First Sergeant of Artillery is usually elected 
Vice President. A Secretary may or may not be elected, but a very key position is Treasure 
he runs the “books”. The Sergeants traditionally make a financial contribution to provide 
an initial operating budget. 


The Sergeants have a definite social calendar which includes a Summer Outing, a Bon 
Voyage Party prior to the Fall F ield Tour, a Christmas Party, A Winter Party and a Farewell 
Party in May, where they make a gift to the members and guests attending. 
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In addition, the Sergeants run at least two parties during the Fall Field Tour, including giv- 
ing commemorative gifts. 


At parade functions, such as the Fourth of July, the review of the Mass. Military Academy, 
Patriots Day and others, the Sergeants are there in a body. At the funeral of each Ancient 
who passes away during the year, the Sergeants also attend as part of the Honor Guard. 


At the graduation ceremonies of the Mass. Military Academy, the Sergeants make a gift of 
a dress uniform to the “outstanding cadet.” 


All regular meetings of the Company will witness the Sergeants at their traditional places 
along the walls of the Armory, assisting wherever possible. Should either Lieutenant be 
unable to take this position in front of the Company, the 
First Sergeant assumes a place at the Captain’s table. 


The Sergeants have their own Quarters with lockers at the 
far right of the Armory and this area is “off limits” to all 
non-officer personnel except these twelve men. 


It would be a conservative guess that the Sergeants during 
any typical year would meet independently at least twenty- 
five times for their deliberations.

365¢h Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
Budapest, Hungry, Bratislava, Slovakia and 
Vienna, Austria 
3 October thru 14 October 2002 


On October 3rd, the members of the Company participating in the 365th Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty assembled at Logan Airport. They boarded Lufthansa Airlines to fly to Budapest, 
Hungry through Frankfurt, Germany. The trip was uneventful and they all arrived safely at the 
Marriott Hotel the next morning. The hotel management had a small reception for the 
Company upon arrival. The men of the Company settled into their rooms and had the rest of 


the day off. 


Meanwhile, Captain Commanding, COL Stuart P. Tauber, went to the Dohany Synagogue to 
finalize plans for the ceremonies to be held on Sunday. Accompanying him were the 2 
Lieutenants, the Chief of Staff, the Adjutant, the Assistant Adjutant and our Jewish Chaplain. 


That evening, The Sergeants 2002-2003 held a reception and dinner at the hotel. All agreed it 
was a splendid party and were overwhelmed with the quantity of food and drink. 


After breakfast on Saturday October 5th, the men enjoyed a morning tour of the city. The 
afternoon was filled with optional tours, including a lunch enjoyed while cruising the Danube 
and partaking of the mineral waters of the famous Hungarian baths. The evening was spent at 


leisure. 


After breakfast on Sunday, October 6th. the Company assembled in uniform to be bussed to 
the ceremonies at the Dohany Synagogue, the largest synagogue in Europe. There the 
Company formed up in front of the building at the site of the plaque honoring the Jewish 
heroes who died in the Hungarian Rebellion against Austrian rule in 1848. The Captain 
Commanding laid a wreath at the plaque. There was a large crowd of people looking on as 
this is the traditional day the rebellion is remembered by Hungarians. 


The oldest CHARTERED military organization in the Western Hemisphere; 


and the third oldest in the world. an 


Then, accompanied by the Hungarian Army Honor Guard and Ceremonial Band, the 

Company marched to the rear of the synagogue. There a Holocaust Memorial is maintained by 
the Jewish community. A wreath was laid at the site and talks were given by The Captain, our 
Rabbi (COL) Alvin I. Lieberman, as well as members of the Hungarian Jewish community. 


With the band and the Honor Guard, the Company then paraded into the synagogue, posted 
the colors, and held an interfaith service. Short sermons were delivered by our various chap- 
lains and the Rabbi of the synagogue. Part of the service included a large donation made by 
COL Tauber on behalf of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, for the preservation 
of the Holocaust Memorial. After retiring the colors, the Company paraded out of the syna- 
gogue and boarded the awaiting buses. 


The buses proceeded to Rakoskeresztur Cemetery. There the Company paraded to the area 
where those who fell during the 1956 Hungarian uprising against Soviet domination are 
buried. Originally the leaders were buried in an unmarked mass grave. After the fall of 
Communism, they were disinterred and reburied with honor at this site. The wreath laying 
ceremony was most impressive. Remarks were given by the Captain Commanding and COL 
T. Bruce Sweeny, US Defense Attaché from our embassy. 


Upon returning to the hotel, a small reception was held in the Captain’s Quarters. The purpose 
was to thank the US Embassy personnel who were so helpful in making this day so memo- 
rable. COL Tauber used the Opportunity to present Nancy Brinker, the US Ambassador, with a 
specially engraved Chippendale tray from the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. The 
men enjoyed the rest of the afternoon and evening at leisure. 


th 
Monday October 7, was a well deserved day of leisure with optional tours available. 


At about 1600 hours, the buses were boarded for the trip to the Danube Bend with a shopping 
stop at the village of St. Andrews. Then at Solomon’s Tower Castle, the men were treated to a 
Medieval Tournament that included sword fights, bow and arrow contests, falconry and other 
forms of jousting. That was followed by a Medieval Dinner in the near by dinning area. 


On Tuesday, October sth, the Company, in uniform, started the day with a short bus ride to 
the fra SIO, There we boarded our private train named “MAJESTIC IMPERATOR Train 
de Luxe”. This train is a Testoration of the luxurious way the Austro-Hungarian Emperor, 
Franz Joseph and his family used to travel, It is truly a magnificent work and each car has a 
different décor. When we arrived in Bratislava at noon, we were joined by our invited guests. 
They were nine Ambassadors to the Republic of Slovakia with their attachés, including the 
Honorable Ronald Weiser, the United States Ambassador. A delicious lunch was served to all 
aboard the train. The various ambassadors had a chance to mingle with the men of the 
Company. 
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In about an hour, the train arrived in the Town of Hlohovec. All boarded buses for the transfer 
to the General Dr. Milan Rastislav Stefanik Memorial. General Stefanik is considered the 
George Washington of Slovakia. It is his leadership in the military and his acumen in diplo- 
matic circles that paved the way for Slovakia to be the independent country it is today. He 
even spent time in the United States, where he raised a 3,000 man volunteer army of Slovak 
and Czech7 origin during World War I. He also served as Ambassador to France from 1921 


thru 1939. 


On a high hill called Bradlom is the tomb and memorial to General Stefanik. Somewhat down 
the hill the men departed the buses and formed up for the march to the memorial. There the 
men stood in formation for a wreath laying ceremony in honor of the 10th Anniversary of the 
Constitution of the Slovak Republic. The Captain Commanding gave a moving address. 
Following his talk he presented a flag to Tomas Borec, the Director of the Department of 
Foreign Relations of Slovakia. The flag was encased in a beautiful cherry wood case with an 
engraved plaque. The text of the plaque read: 


Presented to 
THE HONORABLE RUDOLPH SCHUSTER 
PRESIDENT OF THE SOLVAK REPUBLIC 
On The Tenth Anniversary of The Constitution 
1 September 1992 
from the 
ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 
Of MASSACHUSETTS 
COLONEL STUART P. TAUBER, CAPTAIN COMMANDING 
8 October 2002 


The flag had previously flown over the Capital of the United States on 1 September 2002, the 
actual 104 Anniversary of the Slovak Constitution. He also presented a congratulatory letter 
from the Massachusetts Congressional Delegation and a Citation from Massachusetts 
Governor Jane Swift. 


Other speakers followed including Ambassador Weiser of the United States, Mayor Durkovic 
of Brezova pod Bradlom, the town where Bradlom hill is located, and Mayor Brezovsky of 
Hlohovec, the town of COL Tauber’s ancestry. 


After the ceremonies were completed, the Company was dismissed. The men took the time to 
visit the memorial up close. It should be noted the memorial is at a very high elevation. The 
weather in the area was bitterly cold and a little damp. All the men, in uniform and in blazer, 
stood proudly. Not one took leave to the comfort of the buses. A truly proud day for the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 


The train was boarded again for the return trip to Bratislava. All the guests, including the 9 
ambassadors, said they were very impressed with our ceremonies and the unique train trip. 


Everyone thanked us. 
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Arriving in Bratislava, we transferred to the Forum Hotel. There, that evening, the Sergeants 
held another great reception and sumptuous dinner. 


October 9b, the Company was at leisure. Some of the men took advantage of optional tours. 
Others opted for the short walk to the unique old town section of Bratislava for site seeing and 
shopping. 


That day the Captain traveled by van to the Town of Hlohovec, the birthplace of his father. He 
was accompanied by his immediate staff. This was by invitation of the Mayor and the Town 
Council. Mayor Brezovsky and his Deputy Mayor joined the group. The party was hosted for 
lunch by the Slovakafarma, which is the largest pharmaceutical company in Slovakia. There 
the Chairman and CEO of the company presented the Captain with a beautiful Slovak crystal 
bowl. 


From there the Mayor took us to the town ceremonial hall located at the St. Francis of Assisi 
Monastery. There a reception was held featuring traditional Slovak singers in historical cloth- 
ing. Many local officials, including all the members of the Town Council were there. The 
Mayor presented the Captain a commemorative medal of the town, two books in English 
about the town, one of which is to be given to the Mayor of Boston. The Captain accepted 


these gifts in the name of the Company. Then Captain Tauber gave the Mayor a citation from 
Mayor Menino of Boston. 


The most moving part of the ceremony occurred when the Mayor presented COL Tauber with 
the birth certificate of his father which included the birth places of both his grandparents. This 
was a surprise. COL Tauber was clearly moved, almost to tears. There is very little knowledge 
of the family history in the area and this filled in a lot. 


The sg shores with Captain Tauber being interviewed on local television, a visit to St. 
Michae s Church which was built in 1336. St Michael is the patron saint of the town. The 
visit concluded with a goodbye drink at a local pub. 


The evening was spent at leisure. 


Thursday, October 10 was a day of leisure for all. That evening the 365" Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty Banquet was held. It took place in County House, a short walk from the hotel. It 
is the old house of parliament. A cocktail reception was held. Our guest speaker, the President 
of Slovakia, spent a lot of time mingling and talking to all the members. His English is very 


good and you could tell he was impressed by the reports he received about the ceremonies at 
the General Stefanik Memorial. 


Later, after the men took their seats, the head table was introduced in the traditional manner, 
the colors were posted and a wonderful meal was served. After dinner the speakers were 
Rudolf Schuster, the President of the Slovak Republic, Honorable Ronald Weiser, US 
Ambassador to Slovakia and MGEN Peter Novatnak, Deputy Chief of Staff of the Slovak 
Army. All the speakers received a gift from the Captain and the Company. An engraved silver 
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Paul Revere Bowl went to President Schuster and an engraved silver Chippendale Tray went 
to Ambassador Weiser. MGEN Novatnak, as well as all the other Slovak guests, received the 
commemorative plates emblematic of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company’s trip to 
Slovakia. The plates were made and hand painted in Slovakia. After the official speakers and 
presentations were completed, Mayor Brezovsky came forward from the audience and pre- 
sented COL Tauber with honorary citizenship of the Town of Hlohovec. This is an honor 
rarely given.

At 1600 hours the Captain Commanding, the Lieutenants and the Chief of Staff visited the 
Honorable L. W. Lyons Brown, the United States Ambassador to Austria. This visit was at the 
request of the Ambassador. He wanted to apologize in advance for being unable to attend our 
planned ceremonies on the next Sunday. He also said he heard about the Company’s activities 
in Slovakia and reported all were very pleased. 


That evening the Sergeants 2002-2003 hosted another fabulous reception and dinner in the 
Brasserie Arcadia in the hotel. All on the trip are very proud of the fine job each and every 


Sergeant did on this Tour of Duty. 


Saturday, October 12th, was a day and evening of leisure, with many of the men going on the 
optional tour to the Vienna Woods. Others completed their shopping. 


On Sunday, October 13th, the Company dressed in blazer and tie, mounted the buses for the 
Hofburg Place. The Color Guard was allowed to wear their uniforms. This is a rare honor, not 
easily given by the Austrian government. A short march brought us in front of the tomb and 
memorial. While the company stood in formation, COL Scott Salyers administered the re- 
enlistment oath to a Sergeant, who is a member of the embassy Marine Security Guard. The 
young Marine requested the privilege of re-enlisting in the presence of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. This was followed by a moving wreath laying ceremony at the 
Austrian Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. Accompanying us were veterans of the Austrian 
Artillery in period uniforms. They were led by their General. The Captain Commanding and 
COL Salyers, US Defense Attaché, addressed the attendees with appropriate remarks. 


From there, the members proceeded on foot to the Hofburgkapelle (Royal Chapel). The men 
attended Sunday Mass that was sung by the magnificent Vienna Boys Choir. 


A short walk across the court yard from Mass brought the men to the famous Spanish Riding 
School. There, all witnessed a grand performance by the beautiful Lipizzaner Horses. 


A luncheon was held at a typical rathskeller restaurant in Vienna. 
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The evening concluded the 365th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty in the charming village of 
Grinzing. The farewell dinner included traditional Austrian wine, food and song. 


Monday, October 14th, it was time to depart for our safe and uneventful trip home. 


At all three locations, the Company was well received and admired by the local government 
officials. The US Embassy staffs gave us great support. They were all very pleased with our 
efforts to bring honor to America and the countries we visited. The men of the Company rep- 


resented themselves and the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company most admirably. Once 
again we showed our friends all that is good about America. 


The great success of this Tour of Duty is due to the constant efforts of our Captain 


Commanding, COL Stuart P. Tauber. It was clear as we progressed that he did all that could be 
done. The Company will benefit from his work for a long time. 


Also, many individuals made various contributions along the way. They are too numerous to 
mention but their work was the essential ingredient the made this a successful 365th Fall Field 
Day Tour of Duty.
